Washington, D. C. May 11—(Special.J— 
Further advices of an alarming character 
predicting anarchy and looting in Mexico 
City have been received by diplomats here 
from the representatives of their govern- 
mente in the Mexican capital. These ad- 
vices were laid before Secretary Bryan to- 
day. 
According to the information at hand there 
are 8,000 federal troops nominally at the 
disposal of Huerta for the protection of his 
capital. 

They are reported to be no longer loyal 
to their chief. According to the cable dis- 
patches, they are on the eve of a revolt and 
will refuse to obey the orders of the dieta- 
tor the moment Zapata or Villa makes an 
assault upon the city. They are not expected 
to make any defense, but to loot and riot 
béfore the men outside arrive and get a 
chance to do the same thing. 


Me: ace to Foreign Legations. 
The foreign legations and aii foreigners in 
the city will be in grave danger should this 
anarchical condition be precipitated. 

One diplomat said to Secretary Bryan to- 
day that civilization would demand that 
American troops occupy Mexico City in order 
to avert a situation which the entire diplo- 
matic corps in Mexico is dreading. 

The ambassadors and ministers in Wash- 
ington assert it is the duty of the United 
States to take measures for the protection 
of the lives and honor of the foreign men 
and women in the Mexican capital. They 
declare that if protection be not accorded the 
United States would be responsible for a 
crime against humanity. This government 
certainly would be regarded as morally 
bound to satisfy claims for indemnity which 
will be presented. 


Refuses to Warn Zapata. 
The information conveyed to Mr. Bryan 
appeared to leave him unperturbed. For ex- 
ample, it was suggested to him that he com- 
municate to Zapata, who is outside of the 
city of Mexico with 6,000 men, a warning 
that he would be held personally responsible 
if foreigners were outraged or killed in Mex- 
ico City. 
Mr. Bryan gave the reply, which has 
brought forth sharp condemnation in the 
diplomatic corps, that he had no channel 
through which to communicate such a warn- 
ing to Zapata and did not know how to 
create one. ö 
It is impossible for the diplomatic corps at 
Mexico City itself to give the warning, as 
neither they nor their governments can hold 
Zapata to an accounting. If the United 
States was to ask them to send a communi- 
cation to Zapata there is no question of their 
ability to comply with the request. 


Might Delay Rebel Attack. 

The secretary of state seems unwilling to 
make any representations to the revolting 
forces because of his fear that it would oper- 
ate to check them in their plans to attack 
Mexico City and drive out Huerta. The one 
thing the president and secretary want is the 
elimination of Huerta. Anything that will 
bring about this result they will welcome, 
At the cabinet meeting on Friday consid- 
eration was given to the conditions in Mexico 
City and it was determined to reinforce Gen. 
Funston so that when the time came for ac- 
tion a column could be moved swiftly to the 
vicinity of Mexico City. 

The president's plan did not then and does 
not now contemplate American occupation 
of the capital unless it should be absolutely 
necessary. He wants the Mexicans them- 
selves to drive out Huerta and to establish 
their government without any outaide imer- 


ference, if possible.

Should Amend Bill Instead 
of Letting It Die. 


The south shore plan and all that goes with 
it is in imminent danger of failure. 

Mayor Harrison and his advisers have 
reached a disagreement with Congressman 
James R. Mann. Congressman Mann is the 
author of the bill now in the hands of the 
interstate commerce committee of the house, 
the passage of which would permit the beau- 
tification of the south shore to be undertaken 
at once. The proposition embraces: 


Filling in of the lake front. 
Construction of lagoons and yacht 
harbor. 

Establishment of a string of bath- 
img beaches. 

The outer shore drive from Twelfth 
street to Jackson park. 


Field Museum in Danger. 
There is a question whether or not the con- 
struction of the Fieid museum might not be 
affected. There was some dispute last night 
whether the Illinois Central could not stop 
work on the museum—which has already 
started—unless the Mann bill was passed. 
Congressman Mann announced that he is 
disposed to let his enabling bill die in com- 
mittee. He said his position was forced on 
him by opposition to his plan recently 
evinced by the city. The city authorities 
replied that to pass the act as at present 
would be needlessly to surrender many of 
the city’s prerogatives. 


Mayor Wants Amendment. 
Mayor Harrison at night denied the fault 
for delay would be the city’s. He hoped the 
act would be amended In accordance with the 
city’s suggestions. 

It is not true,“ said the mayor, that 
my position or the position of the city has 
been changed. The matter has been handled 
entirely by the law department, so that my 
recollection of the details may be faulty. 
but as I remember it the law department 
found the Mann bill in its present form 
granted too much to the Illinois Central 
railroad, 

“I wish you would talk to Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Skinner about the Cetails. 
He drafted the letter to Congressman Mann 
which was signed and sent by Mr. Sexton 
after he had consulted with me. Both Mr. 
Skinner and Mr. Sexton were convinced that 
the paseage of the law would hurt the inter- 
ests of the city because of the binding effect 
it uld have on the south shore contract 
between the Illinois Central and the south 
park board. They said it would cancel for- 
ever some rights the city now claims and 
would compel the Illinois Central to négo- 
tate with the city on some questions con- 
nected with the development of its lake front 
holdings. 


Fear Surrender of Rights, 

“The city alwaye has contended it should 
be considered, that it should have some juris- 
diction over the uses to which those holdings 
shall be put, and Mr. Skinner held that the 
passage of the Mann bill would surrender 
forever all claim to such jurisdiction. It 
was for that reason after exhaustive study 
that the city’s position was placed before the 
congressman for his information, with a. 
request that he consider the objections 
pointed out, and, if he agreed they were ob- 
jections, ald in having the bill revised to 
“The administration denies emphatically 
that it is responsible for blocking the pro- 
posed legisiation. It feels congressional ac- 
tion should be taken on this subject as soon 
as possible, but it cannot consent to a need- 
less surrender of municipal powers in order 
to obtain thataction.

Question of Permits. 


Further, the bill as at present drafted 
provides that the secretary of war shall give 
the city a permit to build a harbor after 
the land has been filled in. If the city fills 
in a mile or a half mile at a cost, say of 
ten millions, it may later receive permission 
to scoop out a part of the land at an addi- 
tional cost of five millions. The harbor plans 
should be left to the city and should not be 
mentioned in the bill. 

“A third objection is that the city council 
might not approve of the bill. In that case, 
it is so worded that the secretary of war 
could not authorize a permit and the work 
would be indefinitely blocked. The Illinois 
Central railroad under the bill might also 
cause trouble by refusing to approve it. 

“ Why the bill was drafted in that way I 
do not know. I know that the first sugges- 
tion that the city might not approve the bill 
was made whei. Congressman Sabath wrote 
and asked what the city’s opinion was. That 
was the first time the city was taken into con- 
sideration at all.“ 


SIEGEL FACES EXTRADITION 
UNLESS HE HURRIES BACK. 


Secret Ocean Flight May Cause Forfeit 
of Bail Bond—Must Not Tarry Be- 
tween Ships, Whitman Declares, 


New York, May 11.—[Special.]—Henry 
Siegel, indicted department store proprietor, 
who sailed secretly on the steamship Olym- 
pic, must return to this country by the first 
steamer he can catch on reaching England 
or France. 

That was the decision today of District At- 
torney Whitman. It may be possible that 
Siegel’s bail may be declared forfeit and that 
a warrant will be issued for his arrest. 
Whereupon detectives will seize Siegel the 
moment the ocean liner touches port and ex- 
tradition of the ex-banker will be sought at 
once. 

Arthur C. Train, assistant district attor- 
ney, wanted Siegel's bail declared forfeit to- 
day, but Justice Seabury decided to hold that 
matter in abeyance for a few days. The 
justice realizes that Mr. Siegel, being on the 
steamship, will not reach land for several 


days. 

The stern attitude of the district attorney 
was due to an affidavit of a former employé 
of Siegel, saying that Siegel had requested 
him to ascertain what countries do not have 
extradition treaties with the United States.

London Suffragists Disturb 
Performance in Honor of 
Denmark Rulers.

KING GEORGE TARGET.

LONDON, May 11.—A number of suffragists 
tonight interrupted the state performance at 
the Royal opera in Covent Garden, which 
was given in honor of King Christian X. 
and Queen Alexandra of Denmark. The 
Royal opera house was practically a palace 
for the night. Royalty was there in great 
numbers, as were the most prominent mem- 
bers of the nobility and the foreign diplo- 
mata. 

The suffragists were seated in the balcony 
above the royal box. During a brief interval 
in the performance one of the women leaned 
over the balcony and shouted: 

ng George, women are being tortured 
in your dominions.” 

Two men in the audience promptly seized 
the woman and dragged her away. 

Another militant took her place and began 
to scatter leaflets. Two or three of these 
dropped to the edge of the royal box, but a 
majority of them fell in the orchestra stalls, 
which were occupied principally by court 
personages in state attendance. 


Tactics Displease Audience. 
The audience was indignant at the action 
of the woman. The members of the royal 
party glanced up as the shower of leafiets 
began to fall, but soon resumed their talking 
with each other and paid no further atten- 
tion to the woman who was throwing the 
literature down. She soon was seized and 
she and her companion were hustled out of 
the house. 

They struggled and screamed while they 
were being ejected, and it required some 
rough treatment to get them out. When 
they arrived at the exit to the street their 
clothing and hair were in a disheveled con- 
dition. They were not arrested, but were 
put into a taxicab and hurried away. The 
disturbance in the theater lasted about three 
minutes. 


Performance Gorgeous Affair. 

The performance was a gorgeous affair. 
As it was a state performance, all the de- 
tails were in the hands of the lord chamber- 
lain and his staff of officials. All of the 
boxes in the center and stretching all over 
the curve on either side of the horse shoe 
had been commandeered for the royalties 
and their suites, and for the special guests 
of King George and Queen Mary, in addi- 
tion to the King and Queen of Denmark.

Each of these boxes seated fifty per- 
sons. 
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Queen Mother Is Honored, 

Queen Mother Alexandra had the seat of 
honor. On either side of her sat King George 
and Queen Mary and King Christian and 
Queen Alexandrine. All the members of the 
royal family were present except the Prin- 
cess Luise, whose husband, the Duke of 
Argyll, died a short time ago. 
The performance consisted of parts of the 
operas “La Tosca,” “La Boheme.“ and

Provisions of Ordinance, 
The ordinance in brief is as followst 

It is uniawfui for any person or dealer 
to sell or give away a revoiver, bowle 
knile, or any other sort of deadly weapon 
to any person Who has not obtained a per- 
mit from the chief of poiice. 

Persons or dealers desiring to sell fire- 
arms Must pay an annual license fee of 
$25. 

Every dealer, firm, or corporation en- 
gaged in the business of seiling frearmsg 
must submit a list of purchasers of fre 
arms to the chief of police every day, giv- 
ing the number of the permit obtained by 
the purchaser, number of the Weapon, 
name of purchaser, his address, age, de- 
acription of weapon, for what purpose it 
is to be used, and the pi ice. 

The mayor may revoke the license of 
any dealer violating the ordinance, 

Each person who appears before the 
chief of poiice for à permit must bring . 
recommendations from two taxpayers re- 
siding in the city. 

The chief of police shall refuse permi 
to all persons convicted of any crime 
to all minors. A fee of $1 will be charged 
for each permit. 

It is unlawful for any dealer to exhibit 
for sale in show cases or Windows, on 
counters, or in any public manner revol- 
vers, daggers, brass or iron knuckles, or 
billies, or to display posters or cartoons 
suggesting the sale of such weapons.

, crats that he Is out to win. In the absence of 
any announced candidate from the four 
congressional districts south of the Van- 
dalla.“ Mr. Sullivan asserted a prior right 

to help from the lower end of the state. 

When the Sullivan party, after a hundred 
mile automobile journey, arrived in East St. 
Louis tonight, the managers for the Chicago 
man were content with the developments and 
the prospects. 


Sullivan Talks from Curbs. 

Mr. Sullivan made no set speeches. He de- 
livered a half dozen curbstone addresses. He 
sought the men in each town who were re 

ported to be agin ' him, and he was quite 
_ willing to argue the propriety of his candi- 
dacy with them. After all was said and done, 
Mr. Sullivan's friends asserted he had 
“cleaned up on the first day of a remark- 
able and unique campaign, possibly without 
a precedent in Illinois. 

The Sullivan cxpedition found southern 
Illinois ripe for politics fought at close range. 
The reaction has arrived, following the bit- 
terness of the closely contended local option 
of the spring campaigns. 

The politicians and the people indicated in 
various ways that they are more than ready 
for the primary fight to open, and the Sulli- 
van party was receivcd with open armas. 

Candidate Sullivan went at things rather 
differently than might have been expected 
by those who know his political tactics. In 
other days, Sullivan was marked up as the 
“big fellow who received reports from 
trusted scouts and issued the orders. Today 
Mr. Sullivan campaigned the Twenty- second 
and Twenty-third congressional districts 
much as a candidate for sheriff in any one 
of the counties will have to do. 


Argues with His Enemies. 

He did not seem to care about the regu- 
lars.“ He sought his known opponents. He 
picked a good natured quarrel with men who 
have been fighting him ever since the train 
robbers’ ”’ convention of 1904 and wanted to 
know what might be wrong with him. In at 
least five specific cewes he left the towne with 
assurances from such former antagonists 
that they had misunderstood him. 

Twice the argument was reduced to the 
proposition that Sullivan comes from Chi- 
cago. This issue was scrapped out on the 
steps of the Clinton county courthouse. Sul- 
ivan’s contention wae that Chicago is as 
valuable to the downstate as an asset as is 
the downstate to Chicago, and that their in- 
terests are identical. He countered with the 
demand that the southern Illinois counties 
show a typical “* downstate’ candidate. 

The southern Illincis Democrats, whether 
they are for Sullivan or against him, did not 
heaitate m admitting that no one of the can- 
didates thus far announced answers the de- 
scription. They told Sullivan frankly that 
if a candidate does not show within a rea- 
sonable time from the counties south of 
Springfield there will be no objection to Sul- 
livan, or to any other Chicago candidate 
simply because he is from Cook county. 


Has No Substantial Opponent. 

The opinion of Democrats and Repub- 
licans of all factions in the counties visited 
today seems to be that Sullivan has no sub- 
stantial opponent at this time. There are 
plenty of Democrats who would like to be 
against Sulivan if they knew who might be 
the strong "’ opponent.

Washington, D. C., May 11—[Special.}— 
Representations have been made to the state 
department alleging the impending German- 
ization of Haiti and a blow at the Monroe 
doctrine. 

Dr. Peppyi, the German minister to Haiti, 
ig said to have negotiated a loan of $2,000,000 
to the republic, with conditions that Ger- 
many shall administer the customs of three 
Haitian ports and that other important con- 
cessions of a commercial character shall be 
made to Germana In addition Germany isto 
have a coaling station at Mole St. Nicholas 
and a wireless station, according to the in- 
formation which has been brought before the 
state department by New York banking in- 
teresta. 


Control of Haiti Sought. 

If this loan is consummated, Germany 
will have virtual control of all Haiti, it is 
seid. The Hamburg-American steamship 
company dominates the commerce of Haiti 
and most of the merchants of the republic 
are Germans. At present the interests of 
the United States in Haiti consist of the 
national railroad and the American Dye and 
Wood company. Control of the latter com- 
pany is about to be passed to a German- 
Swiss syndicate, while German bankers have 
an option on the railroad.

REPLY IN WILSON’S HANDS. 


Must Cut Salary and Give Up Bank 
Holdings te Qualify. 


While Harry A. Wheeler, vice president of 
the Union Trust company, again refused yes- 
terday to say whether or not he had declined 
a place on the federal reserve board, the be- 
lief was general in Chicago financial circies 
that he had declined to serve. 

All Mr. Wheeler would say was that his 
answer had been sent to President Wilson 
Saturday night and should have reached him 
in Monday’s mail. The absence of the presi- 
dent from Washington prevented the con- 
tents of the letter being made public at the 
capital. 


Why Place Was Refused? 

Friends of Mr. Wheeler pointed out rea- 
sons which they thought might cause him to 
reject the president's appointment. Chief 
of these, they said, are provisions of the law 
creating the reserve board, which demand 
too great a sacrifice by the members. 

The salary is $12,000 a year for terms of 
from two to ten years. Members of the 
board are prohibited from holding stock in 
any member bank or from becoming oon- 
nected with any member bank within two 
years after the expiration of their terms. 

Mr. Wheeler's salary,” said a banker 
friend, ies perhaps twice as much as he 
would receive as a member of the reserve 
board. If he acoepted a position on the 
board he would not only cut his salery in 
half, but would have te part with all of his 
bank holdings before he could qualify. 

He is 49 years old or thereabouts. If he 
served ten years on the board and then re- 
tired with the intention of resuming his 
banking connections, under the law he would 
have to wait two yeo’s, or until he was 61, 
to resume his business career. In the mean- 
time he would not only have been receiving a 
salary much loser than he jis capable of 
earning, but would have been debarred from 
adding to his private fortune while serving 
the government.”

Five Foot Tidal Wave Sweep- 


ing In from Lake Raises 
the Level. 


STIFF NOR’EASTER CAUSE? 


Low Lying Land Submerged ; 
Boats Torn from Moorings 
in Yacht Harbors. 


A record breaking wave swept the Chicago 
shore line of Lake Michigan yesterday aft- 
erncom. A wall of water five feet high 
surged in acrogs the storm broken lake and 
raised the water level several feet for more 
than an hour. 

The phenomenon was accompanied by 
alarming manifestations. The sky darkened 
and the surface of the lake inshore became 
ominously still for a few moments. The wa- 
ter receded for several feet. Then came the 
rush of water, visible for a long distance out 
im the lake. | 

Low lying railroed yards, lewns, and 
drives were stbmerged. Several boats broke 
loose from their moorings in the yacht har- 
bora. Life savers and harbor crews rescued 
all the craft withoyt serious damage. 

The body of a man was swept inshore at 
the foot of Belmont avenue. Before the 
police were able to reach the water's edge 
the body was pulled out by a receding wave. 
Watchers saw it drift south past the foot of 
Diversey parkway in water too rough for 
the launching of a rescue boat. 


Swept Over Shore Drive. 

A high sea prevailed through the after- 
noon. The waves broke over the outer Lake 
Shore drive and swept tons of water into the 
lagoon at Lincoln park. 

Explanations varied. Some attributed 
the wave to the impelling force of the heavy 
nor’easter blowing over the lake, others de- 
clared the wave to be the result of changes 
in the barometric pressure incident to the 
storm over Wisconsin. This is a more com- 
mon occurrence on Burapean lakes. The 
Swiss call it the seiche.“ The last 
““ geiche’’ wave in Chicago was observed 
July 7, 1912, when a wall of water four feet 
high swept into the city. 

The north side bathing beaches were lined 
with canoes and other small craft. Miss Ma- 
thilda Cleys, who lives at the North Shore 
beach called for help and volunteers saved 
the boats from the on rushing water. 

*“ We could see the wave for more than a 
mile out,“ said Miss Cleys. Its force was 
broken by the sand bars off the beaches.” 

Leke ships arrived late on their schedules 
and reported heavy seas in midiake. Traffic 
on the lake continued without interruption 
last night. 

The wave raised the level of the Chicago 
river about five feet, according to Capt. Car- 
land at the life saving station. Slight dam- 
age resulted at some of the docks. Theriver 
flood had not produced any perceptible effect 
in the canal at Lockport last night. 


STORM SWEEPS THREE STATES. 

The wind and rain storm which visited 
Chicago yesterday also swept over northern 
[ilinois, southeastern Wisconsin, and Iowa. 
In some parts of the three states it ap- 
proached the proportions of a.cyclone. 

In Wisconsin four persons were known to 
have been killed, three being struck by Usht- 
ning and the fourth by a falling tree. In 
several counties many farm buildings were 
blown down by the gale or burned after be- 
ing struck by lightning. Orchards were dev- 
astated and the tobacco crop was damaged. 
The amount of the damage was estimated at 
over $500,000. 

In Illinois one death was reported, a Free- 
port woman being struck by lightning. The 
depot at Starved Rock state park burned 
after being struck by a bolt. A number of 
towns reported much damage to buildings. 

From lIowa came reports of farmhouses 
being unroofed and wrecked, trees uprooted. 
and considerable live stock killed.

Mr. Hulit 
was one of the organizers of the American 
Argicultural association, which wae te build 
a $5,000,000 exposition building in Chicago, 
Subscribers to the building fund were to be- 
come rich quickly. 

What Mr. Hulit did with the papers from 
Garrett's office could not be learned. He has 
moved from the Lexington hotel, where he 
formerly lived, and the city directory does 
not reveal his present residence or business 
location. 

Garrett’s name did not appear in connec 
tion with the American Agricultural aaso- 
clation, but “ Col.” Harry Power, who em- 
ployed a butler with brass buttons at the 
“colonel’s” suite at the Congress hotel, did 
appear as the chief promoter of the exhibi- 
tion building. Col. Power left the Congress 
hotel several months ago. 

Hulit appeared again with the Interstate 
Agricultural and Industrial exhibition. Gar- 
rett was connected with that project for sev- 
eral months, according to reliable informa- 
tion.

He notified the mediators this 
afternoon that he had requested information 
as to the action taken with respect to Lobos 
island. 


Worry Over Tampico Affair. 


The Tampico situation, as well as that at 


Mexico City, gravely concerns the adminis- 
tration. It developed today that Secretary 
Bryan yesterday telegraphed to Special 
Agent Carothers directing him to secure 
permission from Gen. Carranza for an 
American gunboat to lie in the Panuca river 
close to Tampico for the purpose of providing 
protection for foreigners in that city and to 
maintain radio communication with the 
American fleet. Gen. Carranza is understood 
to have consented to the proposal. 

The secretary also sent a similar message 
through one of the embassies here to Gen. 
Huerta. The diplomat in Mexico City de- 
clined to submit the request to Huerta on 
the ground that as a condition of war pre- 
vailed it would be inadvisable to do so. 
Huerta certainly would refuse. 

Under the circumstances it will be impos- 
Able for an American warship to go to Tam- 
pico. This means that the foreigners in that 
city must leave or else they will be in grave 
danger of death or a worse fate. 


Bryan Confers with Mediator. 
Secretary Bryan had a conference late 
this afternoon with the mediators at the 
Argentine legation. It is understood he dis- 
cussed with them the situation at Mexico 
City and Tampico. That he appeared to 
doubt the reports of diplomats in Mexico 
City is shown by his answer to the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the meeting at 
Niagara Falls would occur, | erste

It developed today that Rear Admiral 


Badger at Vera Cruz has made no report 


about the 280 pieces of artillery and the 
10,000,000 rounds of machine gun ammunition 
which were aboard the Kronprinzessen 
Cecile consigned to Huerta It was these 
munitions which on Friday were officially 
reported to have been landed at Pwerto 


Mexico. According to the Badger report 


received yesterday, the Cecilie has on board 
only 6,000 rifies and a few boxes of cartridges. 

Information also has been received here 

that another consignment of ammunition 
for Huerta is due from Japan in ten days. 
It will be impossible to seize it unless a block- 
ade should be decclared or the United States 
should occupy the custom houses at Manza- 
nillo and Salina Cruz. 

The president will not permit the occupe- 
tion of other ports than Vera Cruz, so that 
if tiuerta should remain in power, the 
chances are he will obtain the ammunition. 


PLEA FOR SOUTH AMERICANS 
HELD AS VERA CRUZ“SNIPERS.’ 


Brazilian Minister Asks State Depart- 


ment to Give Clemency to Men Who 
Were Arrested. 


Washington, D. C., May 11—Representa- 
tions have been made to the state depart- 
ment by the Brazilian minister at Mexico 
City in behalf of the five South Americans 
under arrest at Vera Cruz, charged with 
firing upon American sailors and marines 
éuring the occupation of Vera Crus. 

The prisoners, three Brazilians, a Peru- 
vian and a Chilean, are understood to have 
been on a Norwegian merchant steamer ly- 
fing in the harbor when the American troops 
were landing. 

When the naval officers located the snipers 
they signaled the ship to cease firing, and 
later an officer boarded the vessel and caught 
the five men with what he reported to be 
evident marks of their guilt. He promptly 
arrested them and turned them over to Gen. 
Funston, who ordered their trial by a; mill- 
tary commission, which was scheduled to sit 


today. The penalty for the offense is death.

but on account of his ragged appearance and 
dark skin, things were uncomfortable for 
him, and he was transferred to the Dumert 
(colored) school in the same city. 

It the American soldier go through there 
will be no fightin big numbers. There will be 
what you call—guerrilla. I have heard Mex- 
ican officers say so here in zis hotel. These 
mens live in mountain range. They have 
plenty cattle, eat for six, eight mont’ in 
mountains. They kill the Americanos 
farthest out and then they go away, far 
away, no one know. They burn and ride 
queeck, but do not stay—many—in one place 
—Americanos get big strong peoples too 
many. Tree, four they fight.” 

„ Will the Indlans fight?” 

“Yes, Indians poor people—they have 
nugging, they are naked, but they love their 
land. They fight, yes. Intelligent people, 
they not fight perhaps.”

“The rich peoples,” he continued, the 
haciendados, they is trouble with Mexico.

A man 
he meet me on street and say, ‘ You wish to 
work for farmer?’ I say No, I have heard 
of farm worker.’

“On this ranch, the business is sey make 
aquadente from sugar cane. Each peon has

make on place which is only 1 cent in Vera 
Cruz. They charge 10 cents for bar of soap 
zat is 8 cents Vera Cruz and each Sunday and 
Wednesday they sell us 3 box of ciragets 
for 10 cents which is 6 cents in Vera Crus.

We must get up like soldiers each morn 
ing at 4 and at 12 march back in line with 
capitans watching to stockade for dinner. 
Never no meat. 

“At 1 we go back to cane fields with 
machete and work to six and a half. Zereis 
thin blood on handle of machete from our 
hands that have off. 

When a man run away the capitans take 
horses and catch him. Then they take him 
back to stockade and wait until other mens 
come in and then they beat this man with 
guns until they break his arm. Then he 
must work with one arm. We other mens 
sit there like dead mens. Weareafraid. We 
do not help him. 

“There are thirty-six men start their 181 
days on the ranch, but only 11 finish. The 
others run away, leave everyzing. Some 
leave zeir hats. They have no pay. If they 
escape or are caught and shot, I know not.”

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NAVY DEPARTMENT ADMITS 
SEIZURE OF LOBOS ISLAND. 


Officials Assert That Action Was 
Taken as Precaution Against Sud- 
den Northers Arising. 


Washington, D. C., May 11.—[Special.]— 

The seizure of Lobos isiand by the Americap 
navy was admitted at the navy department 
today. 
It was explained it really wasn't a seizure, 
as Lobos island is only a sand dune witha 
lighthouse on it. However, it was admitted 
that the American fleet has taken charge of 
the lighthouse and will keep the lights burn- 
ing. 

One of the chief reasons for activity around 
Lobos island is said to be the necessity of 
having a calm place for coaling and provis- 
loning the fleet. There have been many 
northers in the gulf since the American fleet 
sailed into Mexican waters. It is possible to 
get a fairly calm sea in the lee of Lobos 
island, however, and it has been made a 
rendezvous.

Most of the refugees were 
Spaniards and other foreigners living in 
Tampico, and included 400 men, 200 women, 
and 150 children.

Vera Cruz, May 11.—An American named 
Doster, formerly a correspondent for a New 
York paper, but latterly employed in a bank 
at Mexico City, is missing and is supposed 
to have been imprisoned by the Federals. 
Doster resumed his newspaper work when 
the other correspondents at Mexico City went 
to Vera Cruz. 

His quarters were searched and a secret 
code was found, to which the authorities at- 
tached much importance. 

He was arested at the time, but was re- 
leased under orders to report to the police at 
a certain hour daily. He failed to keep this 
agreement and the police began a search for 
him, and, it is believed, succeeded in finding 
him. 


Two Arrested Many Times. 

Nutter, correspondent of the Boston Her- 
ald, and a photographer who went to Saltillo 
recently while on the way from Torreon, on 
Gen. Huerta’s invitation, reached Vera Cruz 
today. They had a terrible experience at 
San Pedro and elsewhere after the rout of 
the Federals at Torreon. They were re- 
peatedly thrown into jail, lost all their pos 
sessions, and were subjected to many indig- 
nities before they made their way to Mexico 
City and thence here. 

Walter C. Whiffen, correspondent of the 
Associated Press, who was arrested by the 
Mexican authorities on his arrival from 
Vera Cruz at Mexico City Thursday evening 
and released on Saturday, returned to Vera 
Cruz today. A. J. Sutton, the Washington 
newspaper photographer who was arrested 
and released at the same time, was taken 
from the train at Cordoba on his way from 
the capital to this city. 


Retired Officer, Writer, Held. 

Washington, D. C., May 11.—First Lieu- 
tenant Charles M. Maigne, U. S. A., retired, 
who went through the Mexican lines at Vera 
Cruz in the capacity of correspondent for a 
Washington newspaper, was arrested today 
on returning to Vera Cruz. Advice of his 
arrest reached the war department from 
Gen. Funston. 

Maigne’s arrest was ordered from Wash- 
ington on the ground that it would be dif- 
ficult satisfactorily to explain the presence 
of an American officer within the lines of 
those who contest the right of the United 
States on Mexican soil. 


AMERICAN CONSUL SILLIMAN 
STILL IN SALTILLO PRISON. 


Brazilian Minister Reports That He 
Has Been Unable to Obtain Release 
as Was Hoped. 


Washington, D. C., May 11.—American 
Consul Silliman still is imprisoned at Sal- 
tillo, according to a late dispatch from the 
Brazilian minister in Mexico City; who re- 
ported to the state department that he has 
made the strongest representations possible 
for the release of the American. te Silli- 
man’s clerk, Mr. Marchani, has been set at 
liberty and left for Vera Cruz yesterday. 

Secretary Bryan called at the Argentine 
legation today and spent two hours in con- 
ference with the South American envoys, 
discussing the continued detention of Mr. 
Silliman. 

Mr. Bryan insisted that the release of 
Silliman must be brought about at once. 
When asked about the matter later he would 
not say what would happen if the vice con- 
sul were kept in prison, but he was gravely 
emphatic in announcing the government's 
determination to have him freed.

Mexican Federals Free Writers, 
Who Arrive at Vera Cruz. 


FORCED TO FACE INSULTS. 


Palmer Tells How They Were Taunted 
by Soldiers After Arrest, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBS.] 

Vera Cruz, Mexico, May 12.— Richard 
Harding Davis and Medill McCormick, cor- 
respondents, arrived tonight aboard the 
French steamer Esbagna from Mexico City. 
via Puerto Mexico, after having been twice 
arrested and expelled by the Federal authori- 
ties. 

Frederick Palmer of New York, who 
started to Mexico City with Davis and Mc- 
Cormick, but who was turned back into the 
American lines when the three were ar- 
rested at Paso de Macho, today told a vivid 
story of the capture and humiliation of the 


correspondents. 


Arguments Are in Vain. 

“The credentials carried by Mr. McCor- 
mick and Mr. Davis were found sufficient, 
but I had no credentials,”’ he ald. Both 
my companions protested that I was a dis- 
tinguished American writer and that the 
Federals had no right to molest me. Mr. Mc- 
Cormick in particular made a long and elo- 
quent appeal in Spanish, as if nominating 
me to head the Progiessive party ticket, but 
it was no use, 

“ We were all shut ir a room and seated on 
chairs while a crowd of soldiers fixed bay- 
onets, slipped home cartridges and made 
threatening gestures. We thought it was the 
end. Then Mr. McCormick again made a 
speech, protesting against the outrageous 
treatment. For answer a line of soldiers 
fixed bayonets and formed outside the sta- 
tion. 

“We tried to talk, but an officer roared

Address of President — 
at Funeral of Vera Cruz Heroes. 


Ew YORK, May 11.—The, full text of 
President Wuson's address at the fu- 
neral of the Vera Cruz heroes follows: 

“Mr. Secretary, I know that the 

feelings which characterize all who 

stand about me and the whole nation at this 

hour are not feelings which can be suitably 

expressed in terms of attempted oratory or 

eloquence. They are things too deep for or- 
dinary speech. 

For my own part | have a sing dar mix- 
ture of feelings. The feeling that is upper - 
most is one of profound grief that these lads 
should have had to go to their death. 

“ And yet there is mixed with that grief a 
profound pride that they should have gone 
as they did, and if 1 may say it, out of my 
heart, a touch of envy of those who were per- 
mitted so quietly, s0 nobly, to do their duty. 

~~ 

Have you thought of it, men? Here is 
the roster of the navy, the list of the men, 
officers and enlisted men and marines, and 
suddenly there swim nineteen stars out of 
the list, men who aave suddenly gone into 
the firmament of memory, where we Shall 
always see their names shine; not because 
they called upon us to admire them, but be- 
cause they served us without asking any 
questions, and in the performance of à duty 
which is laid upon us as well as upon them. 

Duty is not an uncommon thing, gentie- 
men. Men are performing it in the ordinary 
walks of life all around us, all the time, and 
they are making great sacrifices to perform 
it. What gives men like these peculiar dis- 
tinction is not merely that they did their 
duty, but that their duty had nothing to do 
with them or with their own personal and 
peculiar interests. They did not give their 
lives for themselves; they gave their lives 
for us because we called upon them as a na- 
tion to perform an unexpected duty.

“That is the way in which men grow dia- 
tinguished, and that is the only way—Dby 
serving somebody else than themselves. 
And what greater thing could you serve than 
a nation such as this we love and are 
proud of?

“Are you sorry fcr these lads’? Are you 
sorry for the way they will be remembered? 
Does it not quicken your pulses to think of 
the list of them? I hcpe to God none of you 
may join the list, but if you do, you will join 
an immortal company. 

“So while you are profoundly sorrowfui 
and while there goes out of hearts a very 
deep and affectionate sympathy for the 
friends and relatives of these lads—who for 
the rest of their lives shall mourn them, 
though with a touch of pride—we know why 
we do not go away from this occasion cast 
down, but with our hearts lifted and our 
eyes on the future of this country, with ab- 
solute confidence of how it will be worked 
out; not only the more vague future of this 
country, but the iminediate future

“We have gone down to MN to serve 
mankind, if we can find out the wey. We 
do not want to fight the Mexicans; we want 
to serve the Mexicans if we can, because we 
know how we would like to be freed and 
how we would like to be served if there were 
friends standing by ready to serve us. 
„A war of aggression is not a war in which 
it is a proud thing to die, but a war of service 
is a thing in which it is a proud thing te die.

“I Hstened again to this liet with a pro- 
found interest at the mixture of the names, 
for the names bear the marke éf the several 
national stocks from which these men came. 

But they are not Irishmen, or Germans, 
of Frenchmen, or Hebrews any more. They 
were not when they went to Vera Crus; they 
were Americans, every one of them, and 
were no different in their Americanism be- 
cause of the stock from which they came. 

Therefore they were ina peculiar sense of 
our blood, and they proved it by showing 
that they were of our spirit; that no matter 
what their derivation, no matter where their 
people came from, they thought and wished 
and did the things that were American, and 
the flag under which they served was a flag 
in which all the blood of mankind is united 
to make a free nation.

War, gentiemen, is only a sort of éra- 
matic representation, a sort of dramatic 
symbol of a thousand forms of duty. I 
never went into battle, I never was under 
fire, but I fancy that there are some things 
just as hard to do as to go under fire. I 
fancy that it is just as hard to do your duty 
when men are sneering at you as when they 
are ehooting at you.

Thees are men of whom a nation may be 
proud. Morally speaking, disaster and 
triumph are impostora. The cheers of the 
moment are not what a man ought to think 
about, but the verdict of his conacience and 
of the consciences of mankind. 

So when I look at you I feel as if I also 
and we all were enlisted men—not enlisted 
im your particular branch of the service, but 
enlisted to serve the country, no matter what 
may come, what though we may waste our 
lives in the arduous endeavor. 

* We are expected to put the utmost energy 
of every power that we have into the service 
of our fellow men, never sparing ourselves, 
not condescending to think of what is going 
to happen to ourselves, but ready, if need be, 
to go the utter length of complete self-sac- 
rifice.

“As I stand and look at you today and 
think of those spirits that have gone from 
us I know that the road is clearer for the 
future.

Although none of 
them, except a small boy, who fell from a 
tree, was seriously injured, many persons 
fainted and suffered minor injuries for which 
they were treated in a temporary hospital 
in the marine barracks. 


Wilson Saddest Among Throng. 

During the services at the navy yard 
President Wilson stood with bared head be- 
neath a sun that struck down a score of 
spectators and caused men to drop here and 
there in the guard of honor. 

He heard the praise for the dead, listened 
while Secretary of the Navy Daniels read 
the hero roll, and then, turning to the close 
set ranks about the coffins, asked God to 
grant to all who have battles to fight that 
vision of patriotic service which here in 
solemnity and grief and pride is borne in 
upon our hearts and consciences.” 

No face there seemed so sad as that of the 
president as he looked down upon the na- 
tion’s dead. But only the tense lines of his 
face gave hint of the iron self-control that 
kept his voice steady and clear as he deliy- 
ered the memorial address.

Keep Eyes Open as Result of 
Rumors of Attack by 
Forces of Huerta. 


QUIET IN MEXICO CITY. 


Mobs Seek Life of American Of- 
ficial Barricaded in Bra- 
zilian Legation.

[BY CABLZ TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

Vera Crus, May 11.—Continuous rumors 
that the Mexicans are about to attack the 
Hl Tejar waterworks are getting on the 
nerves of the army. 

They come in almost every hour to ex- 
cite the soldiers, if not to disturb Gen. 
Funston and his officers. Every group of 
Mexicans to come inside the outpost lines 
brings ite rumor, sometimes with great de- 
tail. The basis of them all is that the forces 
of Gen. Maas at Paso Del Macho have been 
strongly reinforced and that the soldiers 
there de a iot of talking. 


Funston Keeps Sharp Outlook. 

Gen. Funston has not relaxed any of his 
vigilance, nor has he weakened his defensive 
force about the city’s water supply. While 
his scouts do not go so far out on the rail- 
road as they did, the outposts are so dis- 
posed as to make surprise impossible. 

Although no overt act has been committed, 
the growing feeling between the forces 
facing each other is evident. 

American army officers who now go out 
to the railroad break on tripper trains to 
meet refugees say that the Mexican officers 
will meet them no longer to speak except 
officially. 

They decline to give any information what 
soever about trains that may be coming.

us. Washes Hands of Daring Yankees 


The United States authorities are not going 
to have any further trouble with those Amer- 
icans who deliberately run into danger by 
going over into the Mexican lines. This 
will apply to newspaper correspondents as 
well as to citizens. 

An order will be issued in the morning 
forbidding Americans to pass out of the 
American lines. 

Mexico City is reported to be quiet. Many 
citizens there think Huerta is losing power 
because of the imminent danger from Za- 


' pata to the south and Villa to the north and 
northeast. 


The grim old dictator does not show that 
he thinks this is the case. He goes about 
his business as coolly and apparently as 
undismayed as he ever has. He labors at 
the defenses, reviews his troops, and di- 
rects his campaigns without thinking of his 
own fate, so far as any one can see. 


Zapata’s Forces Nearing Capital. 

There is no doubt that Zapata's forces 
are once against preesing on to the capital. 

Since taking Cuernavaca without firing a 
shot they have pressed north along to the 
line of the Nationa! railway until some of 
his men are reported to be at Sanangel, Tla~- 
pam, and other towns just beyond the sub- 
urbs of the city itself. 

Zapata has been this close before, but this 
time, because of the success of the rebels in 
the north, there is greater anxiety. There 
is no doubt that the Mexican Federals can 
fight Zapata s forces if they are not com- 
pelled to ward off Villa, Obregon, and others 
at the same time. 


Spares Lives of Americans, 

Zapata found about four Americans in 
Cuernavaca last Wednesday, including Mrs. 
King, the owner of the Buena Vista hotel. 
These Americans were not harmed in the 
riot of drunkenness and looting that fol- 
lowed. They were allowed to flee from the 
city at nightfall in company with about 200 
other foreigners of all nationalities. 

The Mexican government has sent a strong 
force to fight back the Zapatistas. Armored 
trains loaded with soldiers, armored auto- 
mobiles, machine guns, and mountain how- 
itzers have been sent south. 


QUIET IN MEXICO CITY. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

Vera Cruz, May 11—From Mexico City 
come late reports of quiet business condi- 
tions, but of large numbers of meu and boys 
drilling in the streets. 

A few nights ago a mob gathered before 
the Brazalian legation and demanded that 
Luis @’Antin, an attaché of the American 
embassy, who had taken refuge there be 
delivered over. Threats were made to kill 
him. 

The Brazalian minister notified the state 
department that he would only surrender 
d' Antin in case he was overpowered by the 
mob. The antipathy to the attaché is due to 
the fact that he is the only American official 
left in the capital, and because of his activity 
in relieving the distress of American non- 
combatants. 


Huerta Plans Final Stand. 

A rumor has been current in the capitol 
that in case Villa drives the federals out, 
Huerta is planning to make a stand at Pu- 
bla, which has military advantages for de- 
fense. Puebla is the city where the Mexi- 
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French invasion. 

Almost all the American doctors in Mexico 
City refuse to leave their patients. The 
Amertcan hospital is openand init are Amer- 
lean nurses and several American patients. 
The nurses were all trained in the United 
States and they are standing by the doctors. 

The only likelihood of their leaving lies in 
the possibility of the taking over of the hoe- 
pital by the Mexican authorities, a contin- 
gency which might arise owing to the crowd- 
ing of the native hospitals by wounded and 
sick soldiers. 

Hospital and medical supplies are growing 
scarcer daily and medicines and bandages 
have been commandered from the drug 
stores 

‘Bandits Kill Two U. 8. Citizens, 

Two Americans, G. B. Wililams, accoun- 
tant, and C. B. Hoadley, mill foreman of the 
El Favor Mining company at Hostotipa- 
quillo, in the state of Jalisco, were killed by 
bandits when their camp was attacked re- 
cently. Walter Neal, the manager, and an- 
other American were slightly wounded, but 
Federal troops arrived in time to save their 
lives. The bandits took nine bars of bullion 
and sacked the mine store before they were 
Griven off by the troops. 

N ts reported that Gen. Huerta ie deter- 
mined to prevent the further shipping of 
bullion from the country. The express com 
panies have been prohibited from accept- 
ing shipments without permission from the 
government. It is understood that great 
quantities of bullion, beth in the capiol and 
at the mines, are being helé under this rul- 
ing. The mine managers and foreign em- 
ployés are abandoning the properties in all 
directions, leaving them to the care of Men- 
ican employés. 

Emilio Rabassa, Augustin Rodriques and 
Luis Elguero, the threes peace commissioners 
appointed by President Huerta to represent 
him at the Niagara Falls conference, sailed 
from here today for Havana, en route to Key 
West. They are clothed with full powers, 
nominally at least, to sign any agreement or 
convention. 


RENEWS ATTACK ON KRUPPS 
DURING SPEECH IN REICHSTAG. 


Socialist Leader Asserts Ring Has 
Been Formed to Control Prices of 
Armament.

BERLIN, May 11.—In the reichstag today 
Herr Liebknecht, the Socialist leader, got in 
the limelight again by making sensational 
accusations which may create as much ez: 
citement as the charges he made against the

Herr Liebknecht asserted that there was 
in existence an internal explosives ring. The 
Krupps, he said, were connected with the 
Skoda Gun and Armament company of Aus- 
tria, which are located at Pilsen, in Bohemia, 
and in which French and British capitafists 
also are interested, and the Ehrhardt and 
Loewe arms firm, which embraced French, 
Italian, and Belgian interests.

President Huerta declared that more than 
200 American dead had been found at Gomez 
Palacio, Cierdo, and elsewhere. The biood- 
stained clothing and the regimental badges 
of the Americans, he said, had been pre- 
served, 


BECKER TRIAL IN PROGRESS: 
ACCUSERS TO TESTIFY TODAY. 


Whitman Outlines Case After Jury Is 
Completed—Shapiro and Rose will 
Be Chief Witnesses. 


New York, May 11.—[Special.}—The trial 
of Charles Becker proceeded so smoothly 
and rapidly today after the jury was com- 
pleted and District Attorney Whitman out- 
lined the state's case that the necessary 
technical testimony was disposed of by five 
witnesses and the way was opened for the 
appearance tomorrow of the two witnesses 
most feared by the defense, Jack Rose and 
Willie Shapiro. 

It wae Shapiro who drove the gray car for 
the murderers and the brokers in murder. 
He will be asked whether or not he heard 
Becker’s name used to spur or reassure the 
gunmen. Most of his story will be new be 
cause he was not permitted to testify dur- 
ing the former trial. 

It is Rose who will connect Becker di- 
rectly with the killing of Rosenthal and who 
will repeat his confession that the police 
lieutenant pounded him and Webber until 
they got the word from Jack Zelig that 
sent the gunmen at Rosenthal.

TRUE CULLEGE DEMOCRACY. 
[From the New York Tribune. ] 
About the livest movement in cullege edu- 


cation at the present moment is the wide- 
spread effort to achieve @ more democratic 
college life. It may be protested that true 
democracy is a thing of the spirit and will 
not come overnight for the whistling. But 
all the signs point to the view that much of 
the spirit is today at hand and that present 
efforts are but designed to give that spirit 
prompt and full expression. 

A good analysis of the difficulties which 
beset democracy ln our large eastern colleges 
was made recently by a young Harvard 
graduate. The problem, he said, was to 
amalgamate in some fashion three separate 
soclal classes—the complacent provincialists. 
the conscientious provincialists, and the bit- 
ter provincialisis. The first are. the private 
school men—he was speaking of conditions at 
Harvard—the snobs. in popular speech. The 
second are the public school men of the mid- 


dle classes. The third. often the most valua-

Little has been heard since of Georges 
Jametel. It was a crue] disappointment to 
him that at the time of his marriage his 
father-in-law, the grand duke, declined to 
bestow any princely title upon him or to re- 


ceive him at his court, and that the doors of 


the leading Paris clubs and salons remained 
as tightly closed to him after his marriage 
as they had been previously. 

He is not unknown on this side of the At- 
lantic, has on several occasions visited 
Washington and figured in the confidential 
correspondence of Mer. Montagnini, the last 
papal chargé d'affaires in Paris, correspond- 
ence which on the prelate’s expuision from 
France after the ending of diplomatic reia- 
tions was seized by the government and 
given out for publication, in the following 
manner: 

Jametel is making efforts to appear chic, 
and has inherited a ccrtain amount of money. 
which he has to a great extent squandered 
in gaming.“

Prince Julius of Lippe, who is now marry- 
ing Duchess Marie, ig several years her 
senior, holds the rank of secretary of em- 
bassy in the German diplomatic service, is 
a captain of Prussian cavairy and the second 
brother of the reigning Prince of Lippe. 

He has a strain of American blood in his 
veins. The mother cf his mother was the 
daughter of some people of the name of Hul- 
buch, established in business at Philadelphia. 

It was, indeed, owing to this Philadeiphia 
grandmother that the now reigning Prince 
Leopold IV. of Lippe was so long prevented 
by the kaiser from definitely assuming the 
full-fledged sovereignty of Lippe. 

It was argued at Berlin that Prince Leo- 
pold was disqualified from succession to the 
throne owing to the fact that his grand- 
mother was not of royal nor even of noble 
birth, and that her marriage therefore could 
not be considered otnerwise than as mor- 
ganatic. 

The case developed into a cause célébre. 
and was ultimately decided in favor of Prince 
Leopold, not only by the supreme court of 


the German empire, but also by a comm!s- 


sion of arbitration, headed by the late King 
of Saxony.

The reigning prince's other brother, Prince 
Bernard of Lippe, created a sensation some 
years ago by cloping to this country with 
Countess Bodo von Oeynhausen, the wife of 
a brother officer. 

As soon as sne hav been divorced by the 
count, Prince Berus d married her. But al- 
though she is by birth a Baroness von 
Cramm, that is to say, a member of the old- 
est Saxon nobility, known as the Uradel, no- 
bility that antedates the dawn of history, 
and from an ancestrul point of view of much 
more blue-blooded lineage than the ruler of 
Lippe, the sovereign would not permit his 
brother to marry her on a footing of equal- 
ity. 

Prince Bernard was only allowed to wed 
her morganatically, and on the occasion of 
her wedding the ruler created her Coufttes: 
von Biesterfeld, which title is borne by hex 
littie boy, who is barred as morganatic from 
the ~ ion to the throne of Lippe.

The soot and noise have in- 
creased to such an extent that s veral 
fimilies living between our house and Six- 
teenth street have given up their homes, 
finding it impossible to live with such sur- 
roundings. 

At the present writing, 9:30 a. m., the 
Illinois Central switch locomotive No. 99 
stands on the track directly east of our 
dining room windows and is now puffing 
soot and smoke, destructive to the contents 
of my house, and cinders which have killed 
every blade of grass on the lawn and 
burned hol s In the tin roof of the stable. 
The noise of esaping steam and shunting 
cars affords no peace or quiet by day and 
no rest by night. We have had several 


courteous letters from th company’s offi- 


| cials promising “to take the matter up at 


once.” But old No. 90 stands there just 
the same. Puuo A. Orts. 


There has been no switch'ng added to the terri- 
tory mentioned, but to the contrary there has been 
a recent change in the domicile of one of the 
tenant lines at Chicago, making a reduction of 
approximately 25 per cent in the switching in the 
territory mentioned.

In my childhood my father removed our 
family from Boston to Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti. His bookkeeper, a young man from 
Boston, remarked to some Haitian acquaint- 
ances in a public café that the money of the 
country could be easily counterfeited. The 
next morning my father was arrested and 
placed in a prison twenty Ave miles down the 
coast, where my mother vis ted him every 
day to provide food and water. 

The department at Washington was noti- 
ned of the circumstance and an order for 
his release was forwarded to Port-au-Prince, 
to which no attention was given by the 
Ha'tian government. Sir Spencer St. John, 
the British minfeter, sent for a British war 
vessel ard obtained my father’s immediate 
release. Later he succeeded in getting $10,000 
for damoges for my father. 

When my parents visited Sir Spencer to 
thank him for his interest ano efforts in 
their behalf he said: In the out of the way 
places of the world the British government 
considers every white man an Englishmen. 
We believe it to be for the best interests of 
our country to do everything in our power 
to maintain our foreign commerce; there- 
fore, the lives and properties of our mer- 
chants must be protected. Some day the 
United States will arrive at the dignity of 
wishire to do the same. Meanwhile, the

New Treasurer Disposes of 
Paper Without Profit to 
Middleman. 


BROKERS’ PROTEST VAIN. 


Whole Issue Sold in Short Time 
Instead of Months as Under 
the Old System. 


[Continued from frst page.) 
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But he had not circularized the dealers 
mor made personal requests for bids, or 
otherwise sought to deceive. 

Of his right to reject any and all bids 
chere was no question; in fact, they had 


to be rejected before he could offer the 


bonds to the public. 

But he had more than theories to 
present then; he had facts. That day, 
prompt upon the announcement of his in- 
tentions, he had received applications for 
bonds to the amount of $2,700,000. 

— 

HE advertisement set forth the de- 

tails of the transaction. The bonds 
would be sold only in the treasurer’s office 
in the statehouse, where applications 
might be made either in person or, prefer- 
ably; by mail. Cash, check, or money 
order to 2 per cent of the par value asked 
for must accompany the application as 
an indication of good faith, and on these 
deposits no interest would be paid, and, 
if the balance were not paid within the 
specified time, the deposit would be forfeit 
to the state. 

The bonds could be purchased in de- 
nominations of $100 or multiplies thereof 
(they had never been smaller than $1,000 
before), and the size desired should be 
given, and, so far as possible, the particu- 
lar issue desired. 

On Friday, Feb. 18, the official sale began. 
In the first two hours the gubseriptions 
totaled $400,000, and by noon of the next 
day more than half the issue, or about

FRAUDS ARE ADMITTED. 


Defense Attorneys, However, De- 
nied Trio on Trial Com- 
mitted the Crime. 


Three election judges who counted fraud- 
ulent ballots for Maclay Hoyne and Peter 
Bartzen in November, 1912, were convicted 
yesterday in Judge Foell’s court. The con- 
viction caused a panicky feeling in H.-H. 

Michael Hopkins, Dun- 
can McIntyre, and Henry Elrich were de- 
clared guilty of neglect of duty. 

The jury assessed a fine of $350 against 
each defendant. The iliness of a juror at 
the beginning of the trial, forcing eleven men 
te sit in judgment, precluded the possibility 
of a penitentiary sentence. As Hopkins is 
7 years old and McIntyre also well along in 
years, Mr. Northup said he was satisfied 
with the penalty. 

Frauds Admitted in Court. | 

„The conviction in this case means more 
than a mere conviction of three men,“ Mr. 
Northup said. It ought to mean something 
to the public to know that the attorneys for 
the defense admitted in open court that there 
were frauds and that Bartzen, Hoyne, and 
other H.-H. men were the chief beneficiaries. 

“It was contended the accused men were 
innocent, but it was not denied election 
frauds were committed. The conditions 
shown to have existed in this precinct, the 
Twenty-seventh Of the Nineteenth ward, are 
illustrative of conditions that prevailed in 
many precincts and wards on that election 
day in the fall of 1912. 


“Rotten State of Affairs.“

The Coleridge- Taylor Club. 


The Coleridge-Taylor club, J. A. Mundy, con- 
ductor, presented a program of music by negro 
composers last night in Orchestra hall before 
an audience that filled the upper portions of 
the auditorium. There were interpolations by 
the soloists, which represented Wagner, Cad- 
man, Ovid Musin, Campbell-Tipton, Handel, 
Verdi, and others. But the moments of great- 
est interest for the patrons of the event, as 
well as for the professional concertgoer, were 
provided by the examples of true negro music. 

Will Marion Cook’s “ Rain Song,” a sort of 
ballad, or narrative, for seven solo voices and 
chorus, is pure negro music, It has been in- 
fluenced by the music of the white man only 
as it has made use of certain of the simplest 
formulas for elaborating melody. Otherwise, in 
form, in melodic outline, in harmony, and in 
emotional content, it is quite unlike any other 
music in the world. In it may be traced the 
same elements that have been perverted in the 
popular music of the day. But the funda- 
mental character is different. 

This was not true of the compositions by 
Mundy, which seemed to have been copied after 
the models that have served a recent genera- 
tion of anthem writers. Nearer to the true 
negro idiom were the plantation songs of N. 
Clark Smith, which were somewhat unconvinc- 
ingly sung by W. A. Hahn. The chorus sang 
finely for its regular conductor, who is unusu- 
ally gifted. He has a fine sense of dramatic 
values, and has established an excellent en- 
semble. The quality of the voices in chorus 
was somewhat harsh, but several of the indi- 
vidual voices were attractive, and that of Mrs. 
Willa Sloan, a warm and brilliant soprano, pos- 
sessed rare beauty of quality.

RINITY Episcopal church, Twenty- sixth 
street and Michi avenue, last evening 
enjoyed what was led in the announce- 
ment gent out, a “ round-up.”

Receipts of 17,000 Head Meet 
Dull Demand; Sheep and 
Lambs Firmer. 


Fortified with 4,000 hogs direct from out- 
side points, packers at Chicago yesterday 
wet out to force a big ‘reduction in values 
and finally filled orders at a decline of 100 
80 from Saturday’s figuren Early bids 
were fully 280 lower, but sellers secured 
better terme by holding out fore time Ship- 
pers were moderate buyers, taking 7,000 
head, while speculators did scarcely any 
bidding. Packers hdd 4,000 from outside 
and bought 25,300 more here, leaving about 
4,000 to be carried over unsold. Top sales 
were made at $8.47% and the average price 
for the day was lowered 110, to $8.39. 


Fresh receipts of cattle were only 17,000 head, 
but steady prices were the best sellers could secure 
for beef steers. Demand was sluggish and the 
supply was not cleaned up till late. Best steers 
topped at $9.45, with the bulk at $8.00@8.00. Cows 
and heifers made steady to 10c higher prices, while 
calves were unchanged. 

Sheep and lambs sold strong to 10c higher, the 
former reaching $6.25, while lambs sold up to $9.00 
for woolskins and §8.00 for clippers. Receipts of 
16,000 head cleared promptly.
